REQUEST FOR CORRECTION OF MISLABELLED "SPECIFICATION" AND 
RELATED "ABSTRACT," "CLAIMS" AND "DRAWINGS" 



Applicant requests that an error made by the U.S. Patent & Trademark Office (USPTO) in 
the above-referenced case be corrected. 

1 . The error ; The USPTO has mistakenly labeled as "Specification" a document filed in 
this case on 1 3 JAN 2004 which is NOT the specification . Likewise, the USPTO has 
mistakenly labeled its parts, "Abstract", "Claims", and "Drawings." 

a. Referring to the PAIR image file wrapper (IFW) for this case, one sees that a 
priority document (i.e., an English translation of Taiwanese application no. 
0912007866, filed 2002 May 29 TAIWAN), submitted by Applicant on 
1/13/2004, was mistakenly labeled as "Specification" (see IFW file 
"Specification_01_13_2004j3pl_14.PDF", and related parts

b. The English translation of TAIWAN application 0912007866 is clearly labeled 
such at the top of its first page, a copy of which follows:

2. The TRUE Specification in this case was filed on 2003 June 24, and is listed correctly 
in the IFW as the Specification, Abstract, Claims and Drawings on that date [i.e., files 
"Specification_06_24_2003_pplJ4.PDF" with related parts: 
Abstract_06_24_2003_pplJ.PDF", "Claim_06_24_2003_ppl_12.PDF", and 
"Drawings J)6_24_2003_pplJ4.PDF"]. 

3. The error has caused the wrong document to be published . The listing of two 
separate documents as "specifications" (one correct, one false) has already caused a 
grave error in this case. The Taiwanese priority document was incorrectly published as 
though it was the specification in this case (i.e., the TAIWAN priority document 
mistakenly labeled "SpecificationJH_13_2004_ppl_14.PDF"). Publication number 
US-2004-0102292-A1, published on 5/27/2004 is NOT the application in this case, it is 
instead the priority document TAIWAN Applic. No. 091207866, filed 29 May 2002. 

a. Applicant requested a correction of the publication on 18 June 2004 (via fax; 
copy enclosed). To date, however, no correction has been made. A Status 
Inquiry was sent via certified mail on 8/24/2004 (copy enclosed). 

4. Correction . To correct the above-referenced errors, the file 
"SpecificationJH_13_2004_ppl_14.PDF" should be renamed to indicate that it is a 
priority document, NOT the specification in this case. Likewise, the similarly 
mislabeled "AbstractJ) 1 J 3_2004_pp 1_2.PDF", "Claim J) 11 3_2004_ppl_4.PDF" 
and "Drawings J)l_13_2004_ppl_7.PDF", should be deleted as they are (or should be) 
a part of the scanned priority document TAIWAN application no. 091207866, filed 29 
May 2002. 

As is evident from the above, a serious mistake has been made by the USPTO which requires 
correction promptly in order to avoid further errors in this case. There is (and can be) only one 
Specification in this case, and that was properly filed on 24 June 2003. Applicant respectfully 
requests that the mistakes made in labeling the documents be corrected (as suggested at 4 above).
